A dejyice as claimed in claim 1, characterized in 
that ^iie support device comprises a support element preferably 
constituted by a curved plate which is connectable with the cableway 
tipper p"0rtiQn^thereof . 
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A support device as claimed in claim ^ t character- 
ized in that the upper portion of the support element consti- 
tutes a downwardly bent edge portion of the element and is adapted 
to be hooked over a transversely extending thread element of the 
cableway when connecting the support element thereto. 



A support device as claimed in clairn^^ character- 
ized in that the upper portion is formed with a groove extending 
perpendicular to the slots and adapted to receive a transversely 
extending thread element of the cableway.
